(A Statement. to Senior III Graduates) 


Dear Students of the Graduating Class: 


At the time of graduation it is customary for the Principal to give 
a farewell statement to the graduates. I hope, however, that this state- 
ment of mine will be not only a customary statement but also a meager 
attempt at a real message to all of you. 

There are three classes of people in this world. People belonging 
to the first class usually overcome difficulties; they succeed in spite of 
handicaps. Under favorable conditions they easily accomplish what they 
want, but they achieve their final goal even then when things are against 
them. It is in this group of people that we find “makers of history”. 

To the second class of people belong those who can get along fairly 
well when conditions are favorable. They sail on if the wind and the 
tide are in their favor. But when difficulties arise they are overcome by 
them instead of overcoming them. To this group belong common people 
who depend entirely on shear chance and opportunity. 


Then there is the third class, namely, the people who fail. To 
this class belong all those who not only fail in a crisis but also imagine 
difficulties which really do not exist. “There is a lion in the way”, says 
one of this group. For this group there is no hope, for the world is full 
of real lions. Unless one is prepared to conquer, how can he expect to 
accomplish anything? That is the reason why some people define 
education as the preparation for and process of overcoming obstacles. 

This is my farewell message to you: When you go out from your 
school, be ready to climb the ladder of difficulty. The higher you rise 
in position and responsibility the more and greater difficulties you will 
find. In other words, the more and greater difficulties you overcome, 
the nearer you will reach the top of success in life. Success in life is 
achieved by climbing the ladder of difficulty. 


May I mention three persons in history, who, in my opinion, were 
outstanding examples of those who succeeded in life by overcoming 
difficulties. They were Booker T. Washington, Lincoln, and our late Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen. 

When Booker T. Washington, a negro boy, started in life he had 
nothing in his favor. First of all he was a negro, and that deprived him 
of education and culture. ‘Yet he finished his normal training with 
honor. When he wanted to start something for the betterment of his 


group, he was ridiculed by all. But he went ahead earnestly and proved 
to his people the value of his work by actually working hard himself, and 
in the end he built a great university for his people. He is called “the 
spiritual father of the negroes’. 


When Abraham Lincoln started his career, he had but a few 
months of actual schooling. He was not given the opportunity to study 
like you are, but he made the opportunity. He borrowed books to read 
because he was too poor to buy any for himself. Through such a process 
he became a really learned man. Such an education, actually won by 
Lincoln, was the foundation for his great career as the war-time Pre- 
sident of the United States of America and the Emancipator of the black 
race, 


The life of Dr. Sun Yat-sen is another good example. It was not 
an easy task too verthrow the Manchu Dynasty and to free the Chinese 
people. When we read the biography of Dr. Sun, we cannot help but 
be deeply impressed with his courage and persistence. During the 40 
years of his political career he succeeded in accomplishing what he 
started out to do. 


Finally, in Christ, the Savior and Redeemer of all mankind, we find 
the supreme example for us to follow. His mission was the salvation 
of all men and his price was death. Is death a success? Not neces- 
sarily. But if through it the sick are cured, the wounded are healed, the 
blind begin to see, the lepers are cleansed, the sinners are saved and 
“born again”, the world is a better world to live in, and life is more 
meaningful; then we can say that His death was the greatest success 
of all. 


Now, dear students, as you start your career in the present-day 
world full of public and private problems, do make up your mind to 
overcome and conquer until you get to the top of the ladder of difficulty. 
You cannot do This alone, but with Christ who said: “I have overcome 
the world”, you can do all things.

The following was his speech: 


“The external view of my life looks very happy, but the internal 
view of my life is full of sorrows. Though I am a king, I am only a 
figure head. Before I issue my orders to my officers, my director must 
check them. Sometimes a thing needs to be done, but my director pre- 
vents me from doing it. I have no power though I act as a king. I 
have no happiness though I live in a luxurions palace. I am just a 
prisoner in a gaol or a bird in a golden cage.

My situation is 
always dangerous! My people do not like me when I listen to my 
director’s instruction. I can clearly foresee that some day there must 


bea revolution. If I do not listen to the director I can no longer be a 
king. People will say that I am the wings added to a tiger as I have 
done so much for the cruel director. Really I am a cat’s paw as I can 
get nothing for the pains I take. Some people consider me as a free 
thinker but really I have not even personal liberty. Some will look up 
to my high position, but because of this my native fellows will drive 
me out of the country and they will even dig the coffins of my ancestors 
out of the earth. I am sorry to tell you these things about our private 
life. Some of us intend to squeeze some money for our future expense. 
But our director, as you know, will not let us have even a single cent. 
He would bring severe punishment on us. The unfortunate ones would 
be deprived of their chance of being put on the stage. And the more 
unlucky ones would be broken and burnt. We have no light at present, 
and no hope for the future. 


“A more heart-breaking scene is the activity of the stage actors 
who act their parts faithfully and fruitfully. People would go to our 
show, but they are interested in true theatrical performances. As a 
result, we may try all we can under the rule of our director, but we 
are not able to attract the attention of the audience. Some people look 
down upon us and say, ‘The puppets act artificially, and are not worth 
seeing.’ The actors, rivaling our show, would do us much harm. We 
are safe only when we are under the protection of our director. When 
the director pays less attention to us, we are exposed to great dangers. 
True actors would not allow our existence. They will, when there is a 
chance for them, seize us, punish us, tear us into pieces or burn us to 
ashes, And not a few of us puppets, especially those acting most pro- 
minently, have been ruined by them. Being thus threatened I decided 
to resign from the post, a post in name only, but I am not allowed. I 
want to do something for the people, as I am persuaded by my conscience 
sometimes, but the director would never approve of that! Remaining 
at the post, I can do nothing, but resigning from the post is- impossible. 
Now I repent of being a king—a puppet king. So to-day I have come 
here to wake you up! 


“Well, the time is up, I must go now, I hope I may see you 


in the future. I think you can understand what I have told you. You 
should no longer admire one acting as a puppet, even as a king.”

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OUR FLIGHT FOR SAFETY 
EVELYN ZIA 


I. 


Before I begin my story I shall tell of the members of the fleeing 
party. There were twenty one persons in all. They were my parents, 
my three krothers and two sisters-in-law, my three sisters, my five nieces 
and two nephews, two servants and myself. 


- I. 


On October 14th we left the Ningpo station. After two hours 
we arrived at Fenghua. No cars were to be had while more than a 
hundred people were waiting for them. In the evening we were lucky 
enough to get one which took us to Sing-chong. It was so late when 
we arrived there that we could not find a hotel, so we stayed in a little 
hut which was on a hill side. That night we heard news of the fighting 
which was so terrible that my mother fainted. We all felt very sad. 
Almost every one was weeping. Some of the party wanted to go back to 
Ningpo, but the majority disagreed with them. The next morning we 
hired a car to go to Changlo through Chenghsien.. In the night we 
took a car through Tongyang to Yi-wu. But the trains stopped taking 
any more passengers and we had to wait in the station for three days. 
On the fourth day we took a refugee car for Kin-hwa. When we arrived 
at Kin-hwa there were neither hotels nor inns. The streets were full of 
wounded soldiers. Fortunately we found a store, the owner of which 
was kind enough to admit us and let us stay over night. 


Ill. 


The next morning we went to the station and took a train. We 
neither slept nor ate in the train for two days. When we reached Nan- 
chang we went to Chungcheng Hospital and found my elder brother- 
in-law. He took us to a hotel. On the morrow we engaged a car and 
started for Changsha. Very good motor roads ran through wide fields, 
dotted here and there with observation towers. We arrived at Changsha 
in the e¢ening where we found Yale-in-China Hospital and met my elder 
sister. She almost wept when she was told at-all our suffering. She 
wanted us to stay with her. Just a week after this we heared ‘of new 
dangers and immediately we left Changsha for Kwei-Yang. But there 
was always a shortage of cars; so we had to separate ourselves into five 
groups, 


IV. 


My parents, my third brother and sister-in-law, the three nieces 
and I were of the first group. When we travelled in the car, we had 
nothing to eat but some biscuits. In the night we stayed in a small dirty 
hut the like of which you can not imagine. Sometimes we felt very much 
afraid, because in those isolated places there were all kinds of theives. 
They would kill the travellers and rob them of their treasures. Besides, 
we were also in great fear of the car being wrecked. When the car 
ran on the top of the mountains we could not see anything in front or 
behind because of the mist. After nine days our car reached the street 
of Kweiyang and we met my third brother-in-law who is a professor 
of Union University. He led us to a hotel. 


Kweiyang is a small city surrounded by mountains on all sides. 
The roads in the city are covered with mud, because it is always raining. 
Scarcely can one see the sun shine. The people in the city are very 
poor and lazy, practically all are opium smokers. Their skin is yellow and 
they wear ragged clothes such as I had never seen before. The most 
interesting thing is that there are many barbaric clans. They dress in 
all kinds of clothes and their heads are often covered with black turbans 
which make them look like cruel robbers. 


Our luggage was all lost. We wanted to get some guilts, because 
it was winter. Though we could pay high prices, we could not get them 
at all. Thus in cold winter nights, we had no guilts to warm our bodies. 
It caused my weak sister to get ill. So we were unwilling to stay in 
this poor place. When my sister got well again we all left Kweiyang 
except our third sister’s family. 


V. 


This time we were bound for Kunming. On the way we saw 
mountains larger and higher than those we had seen before. The car 
ran along the top of a mountain which was five thousand feet high. 
The mountains are all in ranges. We could see plains when we ap- 
proached Kunming. The sun shone on the green fields. The wind blew 
on the tall rice and the very large vegetables. The water flowed rapidly 
in the river. This kind of scenery was like that near my home. It 
caused me to be homesick. 


Kunming is the largest city in the south west of China. There 
are wide motor roads beside which are trees and high buildings. There 
we could get some foreign manufactured goods. After two mohths we 
all left Kunming except my eler sister’s family which remained there. 


Yi. 


When we left Kunming the weather was very hot. Almost every 
one of us suffered from heat. We were approaching the equator. The 
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railroad is built beside a river called the Red River. Beside the railroad 
there grew large trees. I recognized some of them as bananas. The 
train stopped at Kaihsien. That night we stayed in a hotel and had 
a good supper. In the evening the weather turned cool and it rained. 


The next morning we got up early and continued our trip. The 
railway looked dangerous. The train ran through a tunnel. It was very 
dark and cold. The peaks were hidden in the mist. Waterfalls fell 
from high points to places many feet below. The most interesting piece 
of construction is a bridge called the “Airplane Bridge” because it seems 
to hang in the sky like an airplane. It extends between two mountains 
below which is a deep river. Some one told me that more than four 
hundred workmen died before this bridge was completed. In one day 
we went through more than one hundred and sixty tunnels. Though I 
have not been to Switzerland, when I was in the train I thought that 
it must be very like Switzerland. That night we entered Annam. We 
did not understand their language, but there were some Chinese who 
took care of us. ; 

The next morning we took the train again. But there we could 
see neither a mountain nor a hill. We saw a large plain on which were 
planted all kinds of plants. In the evening we arrived at Haiphong 
and waited for a steamer for a week. While I was on. board I was sea- 
sick. I did not take a drop of water nor a bite of bread. It was so 
stormy. I just lay on the bed for two days.

Hongkong is a city which is built on a hilly island. The foot of 
the hills reaches to the sea. As the ship approached the island, we 
could see the houses and roads built in many levels from the shore to 
the top of the hills. There we found a hotel. It was expensive and 
the room was not large nor beautiful. We could not find any other 
empty rooms, because there were many refugees from Canton. When 
my brother took my sisters and me for a walk we could see-the streets 
full of people. The streets are not so wide nor clean. But the shops 
were full of wonderful things. After three days we boarded a steamer 
again. It was May when we reached Shanghai.
